House Burns to Ground. 


The house on farm of Amos "VTeikert 


in Cumberland township burned to the 
ground early on last Tuesday morning. 
The house Is located along the Bmniits- 
burg road, about one-fourth of a mile 
north of McCurdy's school house, near 
top of the hill. The house had been 
vacant for some time but on day be- 
fore Amos "Weikert and his son Charles 
took several wagon loads of their 
household 
goods 
from 
Gettysburg, 


where they had. been living, to the 
farm, to which they proposed to re- 
move. The greater part of their goods 
had been moved and Mr. "Weikert and 
his son decided to remain in the house 
over night and look after their prop- 
erty. About three o'clock in the morn- 
ing they were awakened by smoke in 
their room and discovered the house on 
fire. The fire had started in the back 
building and Mr. Weikert and a neigh- 
bor say they detected the odor of oil 
and believe the house was deliberately 
set on fire. Mr. Weikert and son had 
some trouble to escape and. fire had 
gained such-headway that it was found 
Impossible to save any of the house- 
hold goods moved Into the building 
and all -were consumed -with the dwell- 
ing. The Insurance on property is 3250 
and the contents §150. but loss will be 
greatly in excess of these sums.

Question of Pavements 


The borough authorities have ser- 


ved notice on a large number of our 
citi/.eus. to repair and make new pave- 
ments. Attention has been called iu 
the Compiler, to a number of pave- 
ments in a deplorable condition, arid 
there is no question that a number of 
new pavements should be made. 


Iu a recent walk in the heart of the 


town, only two pavements in a dist- 
ance of almost two squares, could be 
found that did riot need a remaking. 
Tbe dry season has prevented tbe 
evidence of a scene of puddles, which 
many pavements will present as soon 
as the rains come. 


There is a question whether the 


Town Council has taken the 
best 


methods to secure aud encourage tbe 
building of new pavements. It has 
been our opinion that our people are 
entitled to more consideration than 
the ordinances permit, namely that a 
eouucilmen can look at a pavement, 
and then report the .same, and escape 
all unpleasantness by having 
the 


Secretary serve a formal legal notice 
•which puts the citizens on record as 
one who is not maintaining good 
pavements. 
Why cant 
councilmen 


adopt a better method when bad pave 
ments are located ? Why could no' 
members of the council visit the 3ili 
zens ou tbe quiet, aud suggest new 
pavements, amv make it plain thattln 
suggestion i« made to avoid a record 
aucTa formal notice. The assertion i 
ventured that many citizens would! 
make promises which would be kept, 
which would scive more new pave- 
ments than any strictly legal method 
will bring. 


Another way for our town authori- 


ties to encourage the building of new 
pavements, would be to make an ex- 
ample- As long as the town main- 
tains four of tbe worst pavements in 
the town, in the four corners of tbe 
square, it comes with poor grace to 
tell others to quit maintaining what 
the town is maintaining upon tbe 
most public thoroughfare. Let the 
fowu begin on its own pavements- 
Let them lead the way for cement 
pavements in the square.. Let them 
sro to the property owners iu the 
square., aud agree that the borough 
will put down cement pavements in 
the Jirst two corners, where tbe prop- 
ertv owners agree to put down simi- 
Iar~paveuienls upon such portions as 
fall upou them to make. The remaiu- 
~rnsr two •corners cvul-el wait until next 
vear. Two corners could lie huilt for 
a total of about :-<>'Mi
